In the meeting dated 15-09-2004 held at Panaji, I had made the following 
suggestions: 

1) That Ward No. 3 of Assembly Constituency 29-Curtorim be to be shifted to 
Assembly Constituency No. 30-Fatorda. 
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2) That Ward No. 16 of Assembly Constituency No. 30-Fatorda be shifted to 

Assembly Constituency No. 32-Benaulim. 

3) That Ward No. 1 of Assembly Constituency 30-Fatorda be shifted to Assembly 

Constituency No. 28-Nuvem. 

This suggestion was also agreed in the meeting by all the Associate Members 
including Member of Parliament from Mormugao Constituency Shri Churchill Alemao 
who had even asked the Delimitation Commission to note down his consent. 

Further, I had suggested that Velim Assembly Constituency should be retained as 
it is under the 1976 Delimitation. 

The details of my various proposals were given alongwith the plan showing how 
the proposal fulfils the requirement of population within the permissible limits. 

The reasons for retaining Velim Assembly Constituency is that, it is accessible by 
major district road and the villages are historically and commercially linked. It has a 
large number of members of fishermen community. Therefore, by maintaining it as it is 
economic, social and cultural requirements of the fishermen could be met. 

Velim Assembly Constituency spills over the northern side of Village Panchayat 
Quitola-Naquerim with Velim already existing therein and addition of Telaulim, Sarzora 
and Quitola-Naquerim. This Assembly Constituency is on one side of Sal river. 

Similarly, it was suggested by me that Navelim Assembly Constituency should 
also be retained m its existing form with minor changes such as Tel aulim Saza to be 
deleted and Sao Jose de Areal to be added. 

As regards Loutulim Constituency (renamed as Nuvem) villages of Nagoa and 
Verna are separated from Loutulim by a hill with no road link. Loutulim forms a natural 
extension of the villages of Raia and Camurlim and the road link from Loutulim to 
Margao is only via Camurlim and Raia.' The Gawda community, which is classified as 
Scheduled Tribe is concentrated in the villages of Raia, Rachol, Curtorim and Loutulim. 
Therefore, if these villages are grouped together the Gawda community will get proper 
attention. 
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As regards Fatorda Assembly Constituency, Ward No. 3 is the integral part of 
Margao Municipal area. Hence it is required to be retained in Fatorda Assembly 
Constituency No. 30. On the other hand, Ward No. 1 and 16 which are on the outskirts of 
Margao city can be allotted to Nuvem Assembly Constituency No. 28 and Benaulim 
Assembly Constituency No. 32 Respectively. 

The existing Cuncolim Assembly Constituency may be retained as it is with 
addition of Avedem, Ambaulim and 2 wards Quepem Municipal Council. Avedem is an 

integral part of Paroda Saza having road linkages to Cuncolim Assembly Constituency. 
Ambaulim and 2 wards of Quepem Municipal Council are closely connected with 
Cuncolim Assembly Constituency. 

The details of the newly proposed Assembly Constituencies as proposed by me 
are enclosed. 

Since my proposal as above has not been considered. By the Delimitation 
Commission, I hereby give the Note of Dissent as above on the proposals in respect of 
Assembly Constituency No. 28-Loutulim, 29-Curtorim, 30-Fatorda, 31-Margao, 32- 
Benaulim, 33-Navelim, 34-Davorlim, 35-Cuncolim, 36-Quepem and 37-Curchorem.

ON 

DRAFT PROPOSAL 

DELIMITATION OF CONSTITUENCIES—STATE OF GOA 

The delimitation Act clearly provides that constituencies, as far as possible, be geographically compact areas and 
in determining them regards shall be had to physical features, existing boundaries of administrative units, facilities of 
communication and public convenience. 

The Draft Proposal provided by the Delimitation Commission is bv and large a fair draft, how ever, after careful 
perusal one can dearly notice that in some cases physical feature, public convenience, communication facilities and other 
parameters have not been given due consideration. The maps provided by the Commission do not show physical features. 
Thus this vital factor has been over looked in some cases. 

It is. therefore, suggested to make following changes to make each constituency geographically compact and to 
maintain existing boundaries of administrative units in tact. Due consideration has been given to the public convenience 
and availability of communication facilities while suggesting the changes. 

Tiic suitable changes are required to be made m maintain as minimum disturbance as possible to the existing 
constituencies. Such an approach will help to retain the names of existing constituendes of which people are familiar with 
(heir names bonded emotionally with them. Some names attract historic importance too. 

I. Pernem Taluka: 

As per Draft Proposal, Qzari Saza has been included in Tivim Constituency which is totally separated by the river 
Shapora from any part of Tivim Constituency and has absolutely no communication facilities . lu fact there is no need to 
include any village of Pemem Taluka into Tivim Constituency since the total population of Pemem could be divided into 
tw o Constituencies by satisfying the guidelines of Delimitation Act. 

If at all any village is absolutely required to be included in Tivim Constituency then the Dhargalim Saza which is 
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situated on NH-17 and well connected by a bridge to Colvale Saza to Tivirn Constituency is most logical to be included in 
Tivim Constituency. 

2. Bardez Taluka: 

Three Constiiuencies namely Tivim, Mapusa and Siolim should be maintained as proposed in the Draft Working 
- ani * not as P er Dra ^ t Proposal. Guirim, Calangute, Aldona and Porvorim as shown in Drafl proposal need sinall 

changes to make them geographically compact and to maintain existing units. 

Mapusa (MCI) Ward No. 4 & Ward no. 6 are required to be deleted from Aldona Constituency since these Wards 
are separated from Aldona Constituency by a river and also NH-17. It has clear cut geographical connectivity with Tivim 
Constituency and thus it is logical to be included in Tivim as the Commission had done as per its Draft Working Paper. The 
Ward No. 4 and 6 are at a distance of 5 to 6 kilometers by road from Moira village which ism Aldona Constituency. 

Tlie name given to new Constituency i.e. Porvorim be deleted as there is no Porvorim Ward or village in the said 
area. In fact the major population around 15377 is based in Penha-de-France Saza/Panchayat. The land mass belongs to 
Church known as Penha-de-France Church. The Church has historic past and the village is known by the Church Penha-de- 
France, Accordingly the name Porvorim be deleted and be substituted by Peniia-de-France. 

Some minor changes in the Constituency of Bardez Taluka will make them most compact with geographical 
continuity and public convenience. 

It is therefore suggested that the seven constituencies of Bardez Taluka mav kindly be delimited with following 
composition.
